Ancient **Landmark 
Tree" at Lake 
ViUa Cut Down 



Old-age and hollowness that finally 
made it a source of danger in the 
event of a windstorm resulted in the 
passing of an ancient "landmark 
tree" that stood in front of the Al B. 
Maicr place at Cedar lake. Lake 
Villa, until yesterday. 

The tree, an elm, 20 feet in cir- 
cumference and about 100 feet high, 
had been marked by either Indian 
tribes or prehistoric residents of the 
area, apparently to show where two 
trails converged. 

About 30 years' ago, botany classes 
from the University of Chicago used 
to make an annual pilgrimage to visit 
the tree, which was believed to be 
the oldest in Lake county. Its age 
has been variously estimated as from 
several hundred to nearly a thousand 
years. 

Because of the number of Indian 
relics found in the area, it is believed 
that an Indian village or camping 
ground may have been located near- 
by, and a prehistoric Indian mound 
on Allendale farm a short distance 
away supports the theory that the site 
had been used since ancient times.

Minor itudents who work during 
school vacation are in employment 
within the meaning of the Illinois 
Compensation act, according to a 
statement issued by State Director of 
i Labor Francis B. Murphy.

Wilmot Pilot, Now Home on 

Furlough, Carried Vital . 

Supplies to Beachhead 

Cited in a report from a Ninth 
Troop Carrier Command station for 
his feats as a pilot is First Lieuten- 
ant Harley Shotiiff, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. R. C. Shotiiff of Wilmot, who re- 
cently arrived home after 20 months 
overseas, during which he partici- 
pated in four campaigns. 

The incident for which he was 
cited is described in the report as fol- 
lows: 

"Combating the heavy rain and fog, 
besides the terrific firepower from 
the enemy's anti-aircraft defenses, Lt; 
Harley E. Shotiiff, Wilmot, recently 
proved bis ability as a pilot when 
participating in a re-supply mission 
over the Normandy peninsula. 

"The flight was a vital one— vital 
to the many American paratroopers 
who needed the additional food and 
equipment to continue their glorious 
fighting on the beachhead.. Lt. Shot- 
liff's ship, although thoroughly rid- 
dled by the curtain of fire thrown 
at it by the Germans, zoomed low 
over the designated area and dropped 
the important supplies to the await- 
ing troopers. But the job was only 
half complete ... the crippled plane 
had to be flown back to its base. It 
was the responsibility «>f the pilot to 
get it there, and the lieutenant came 
through — in grand fashion." 

Lt. Shotiiff is holder of the Air 
Medal and the Oak Leaf cluster, 
awarded for his participation in the 
invasions of Sicily and Palermo. His 
unit is a part of the command head- 
ed by Brig. Gen. Paul L. Williams, 
planner and leader of the troop car- 
rier flight which spear-headed the in- 
vasion of Europe.

Ideal weather favored the festival 
throughout the four days. One small, 
boy was "lost" for a few minutes Sat- 
urday night, and one lost purse was 
reported, but aside from these, and 
despite the thousands of persons at- 
tending, the carnival was unmarked 
by unpleasant incidents of any type. 

Rides, games and refreshment 
booths, as well as special features 
such as dancing on an outdoor floor 
loaned by the Antioch Lions club, 
helped to provide entertainment for 
those attending.

The board of education of Unioa ' 
Free High school at Wilmot has an- 
nounced establishment of bus trans- 
portation for Union Free High school 
students starting this September. 

Under the proposed plan there will 
be no charge for transportation to 
pupils living within the Union Free 
High school district. The cost for 
students living within the district will 
be paid by the Union Free High 
school- board of education as was au- 
thorized by the voters at the annual 
high school meeting. 

The bus routes will extend well 
beyond the boundaries of the school 
district, and for those students who 
ride on the busses and live outside 
the district, the charge will vary from 
S1.25 to $2,00 per week, depending 
upon the distance they arc trans- 
ported. 

Two new 45-passcnger busses will 
be in operation this year. They will 
meet all safely rccjuircmcnts of tho 
State of Wisconsin for the transpor- 
tation of children. The busses arc 
being purchased and operated by Les- 
ter Dix, of Salem, Wis., who has en- 
tered into contract with the high 
school board for this purpose. 

One proposed route will start at 
Salem and go east through Bristol 
township as far as Pleasant Prairio 
and then west on Highway 500 into 
Bristol village and then as far as 
Brass Ball Corners, from there to 
Salem, through tlic villages of Camp 
Lake and Trevor to Wilmot. 

A second route will be north from 
Salem to the north side of Paddock's 
Lake into Brighton township, west 
through Brighton township and then 
south to Highway 50 at Mound Cen- 
ter corner, from there west on higli- 
way 50 to Sladcs Corners, then 
through tho villages of Powers Lake, 
Twin Lakes and Bassctts to Wilmot. 
A third r^ulc will go to Silver Lako 
and Fox River.,^. These routes may bo 
changed or adjusted to meet require- 
ments.

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The Railroads of Tomorrow 

The Association of American Railroads has re- 
leased an interesting report on the railroads of tomor- 
row. It is based on facts, not dreams. It says in part: 

"The railroad of today is, and the railroad of to- 
morrow will be. essentially a machine for the mass pro- 
duction of transportation with minimum expenditure 
of labor and power, and with maximum efficiency. 

". . . Tlie track of the future will be made of better 
and tougher steel. It will have fewer joints. ... It 
will be safer track and . . . make possible higher speeds 
*. . . . it will enable a given unit of power to pull heavier 

trains. 

". . . Cars will be made of lighter-weight, high- 
tonsile metals, not so much for the purpose of increas- 
ing the speed of trains as of decreasing dead weight 
... so that a given unit of power may perform a greater 
amount of transportation work. These cars will have 
impraved draft gear. . . trucks . . . and . . . brakes to 
permit smoother handling. . . . 

"The locomotive power of the future will be var- 
ied, depending on needs in particular situations. . . . 
There will be a greatly accelerated use of Diesel power 
in road passenger and freight service, and even more 
in switching. There may be steam-turbine or gas-tur- 
bine locomotives; or . . . there may be locomotives us- 
ing the power of atomic explosion, but for a long while 
to come the bulk of the service will be accomplished 
by steam engines. In horsepower per axle, per pound 
of fuel, and especially in performance ability at speeds 
above forty miles per hour, the steam engine has 
shown startling development. 

". . . On tlie pas.seni;er side, the line of develop- 
ment will be enlargement of the air-tondilioned. stream- 
lined era which was well underway when iiiterrupled 
by war. There will be new types of all-room Pullman 
cars so arranged that rooms may be sold at not much 
more than the present price of a lower Ijurth. There 
will be other sleeping cars designed to sell si)ace at 
prices well below tlie preseru rate. The forerunners of 
both types of cars are in existence now ... In general. ^ 
railroad passenger service will stress spaciousness, com- j 



fort and smartness rather than great Increasei in ipeed. 
". . . All in all, the railroad of tomorrow will be 
a projection of the railroad of today, Juit as today's 
railroad 'is a projection of Its predecessors. The his- 
tory of the railroads, especially for the. last fifty years, 
has been one of meeting mounting wages, prices and 
taxes, through greater capacity, greater dependability, 
greater efficiency and lower unit costs. . . ."

Calling attention to the prospect of 
reduced amounts of commercial 
canned goods available for civilian 
use during the war which began July 
1. e.\tension leaders of the University 
of Illinois, College of Agriculture, are 
pointing out the importance of iiome 
canning this season. 

The civilian supply of canned as- 
paragus, lima beans, snap beans, 
beets corn, peas, spinach and toma- 
toes is expected to be about one-fifth 
smaller this year than last, while sup- 
plies of canned fruits will probably 
be slightly below last year's low level. 

An increase of about one-fourth is 
predicted for supplies of canned 
soups, baked l>eans and baby foods.
